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Teachers' Pay j 


Salem's $5,560 to $6,575 Range Is 
Below State Average; Raise Depends 
On Voters Approval of Levy Nov. 3

How mu ch is a school teacher worth? Are Salem school teach­ 
ers g ettin g en ou g h pay compared to others in the state? 
These qu estion s are particu larly pertin en t an d timely at the 
momen t with election day on ly 22 day s away . 
Amon g fou r special proposition s before the Salem electorate 
is a n ew 7 .5-mill operatin g lev y . 


THE SCHOOL BOARD proposes u sin g $2 5 0,000 
of the $31 3,000 
an ticipated an n u al rev en u e from the addition al millag e for certi­ 
ficated employ es—teachers an d admin istrators. 
The balan ce of the rev en u e is ex pected to be distribu ted in 
this way : $37 ,000 to n on -certificated employ es (cu stodian s, secre­ 
taries, cafeteria workers, main ten an ce workers, etc.); $5,000 for 
elimin ation of elemen tary school fees; $8,000 for in creased oper­ 
atin g costs for 16 addition al rooms an d ex pan ded library at hig h 
school (to be prov ided from a proposed separate $815,000 bon d is­ 
su e); $6,000 addition al for main ten an ce an d repair; an d $7 ,000 ad­ 
dition al for edu cation al su pplies an d books. 
The passag e of the lev y , of cou rse, will chiefly ben efit the 
teachers’ pocketbooks.

ARGUMENTS HAVE BEEN rag in g o v e r the cou n try on 
teachers’ pay . On e faction con ten ds that teachers, in lig ht of the 
requ iremen ts in edu cation , talen ts an d en erg y ex pen ded, are u n ­ 
derpaid when looked at ag ain st the pay of other profession al 
workers. 
On the other side are those who claim that teachers’ salaries 
are adequ ate con siderin g most work approx imately n in e mon ths 
of the y ear with three mon ths left to en g ag e in other av ocation s. 
The av erag e salary of school teachers in Ohio is abou t 
$5 ,8 5 0. 
The av erag e for Salem is $5,560 u n der the presen t salary sched­ 
u le, or $290 a y ear less than the state av erag e. 
If an Ohio teacher earn in g the state av erag e were workin g 
on a y ear-rou n d basis, he wou ld be makin g some $7 ,800 a y ear; 
a Salem teacher on the same basis wou ld earn abou t $7,400 a 
y ear. 


HOW DOES A TEACHER make ou t on a daily basis? 
The State Fou n dation Prog ram bases the school y ear on a min i­ 
mu m of 1 76 day s. Most schools do n ot ru n mu ch lon g er than that. 
Usin g the min imu m, a teacher earn in g the av erag e in Salem is 
makin g more than $31 per school day . Usin g the state av erag e 
the per day fig u re is $33.

In most schools today , in clu din g Salem, teachers are paid ac­ 
cordin g to a “schedu le” which has n othin g to do with carry in g 
ou t daily du ties bu t assig n s min imu m an d ipax imu m pay for in ­ 
stru ctors with differen t lev els of edu cation an d ex perien ce. 
In Salem a teacher with a bachelor’s deg ree beg in s at $4,35 0 
an d may ran g e u p to 
$5 ,975 . If the teacher has a m aster’s deg ree, 
he will beg in at $4,8 5 0 an d ran g e u p to 
$6 ,5 75 . 
While su ch ex actin g formu las for determin in g the cash worth 
o f a teacher are v alu able to a school admin istration an d board 
becau se they elimin ate mon ey -based wran g lin g amon g the staff, 
they do n ot make allowan ce for the comparativ e effectiv en ess of 
teachers, ex cept as v alu e is measu red by n u mber of y ears of ex ­ 
perien ce an d n u mbers of deg rees. 


ON THE BASIS OF su ch schedu les, how does Salem compare 
to other Ohio commu n ities? 
The an swer can be v iewed u n der differen t lig hts, depen din g 
u pon whether the comparison is made with other Ohio schools in 
equ iv alen t-sized commu n ities or on the basis of other n ortheastern 
Ohio schools with which Salem is most actu ely competitiv e. 
Salem (popu lation , 13.854 in I960) falls in the same g en eral 
popu lation size, based on the last g en eral cen su s, as Coshocton , 
Delaware, Mt. Vern on , Oreg on an d Campbell (between 13 an d 14,- 
000). 
Between 14,000 an d 15.000 are Cambridg e, New Philadelphia 
an d Sidn ey . In the 12.000-13.000 g rou p are Bu cy ru s, Galion , Mau ­ 
mee, Norwalk, Readin g , Stow an d Westlake.

G. Brown and Sen. Pierre Sal­ 
inger in Los Angeles. 
Die department said these 
steps will be taken: 
Basic training at Ft. Ord will 
be interrupted for the month of 
December. The assignment of 
new basic trainees to the facili­ 
ty will be suspended immediate­ 
ly. 
Trainees at the post now will 
~not be given the usual two 
J weeks' leave after basic train 
tag. They will proceed immedi 
ately with advanced training 
and leave will be given later. 
Only parents will be allowec 
to visit basic trainees at the 
tart. The department said par 
ents will be allowed because 
meningitis seldom infects older 
persons.

measures will be put into effect 
immediately.

George M. Jon es of You n gstown , the in ­ 
cu mben t, is opposed by John J. Ly n ch, 
also of You n gstown , for the fu ll term be­ 
gin n in g Feb. 9. 196 5, for six y ears. 
James Fran ce of Ken t, the in cu mben t, 
is opposed by Nils John son of Can field for 
the u n ex pired term en din g Feb. 8, 1967. 
Ohio has 10 District Cou rts of Appeal 
an d three ju dges sit in each. 
The Sev en th District Cou rt serv es 13 
cou n ties—Jefferson , Colu mbian a, Carroll, 
Harrison , Belmon t, Noble, Mon roe, Po rtr 
age, Ashtabu la, Geau ga, Mahon in g, Tru m­ 
bu ll an d Lake. This cou rt hears appeals 
from both of Jefferson Cou n ty ’s Common 
Pleas Cou rts. Altogether, it hears appeals 
from 25 Common Pleas Cou rts. 


THE SEVENTH DISTRICT COURT is 
an ex tremely bu sy on e as are most Ap­ 
peals Cou rts. The case load in this cou rt 
has dou bled in the last fiv e y ears an d it 
is importan t that Appeals Cou rt ju dges be 
able to han dle difficu lt cases as qu ickly 
as possible an d to reach decision s based 
on law. This requ ires v igor, ex perien ce 
an d kn owledge. 
This n ewspaper firmly believ es in con ­ 
tin u ity of ju dicial ten u re when in cu m­ 
ben ts, by the record of their performan ce 
on the ben ch, demon strate a capacity to 
discharge their respon sibilities in telligen t­ 
ly an d en ergetically . 
This we feel Ju dge Jon es an d Ju dge 
Fran ce hav e don e, as the record of con ­ 
firmed decision s an d redu ced case loads 
in dicate. In fact, the av erage elapsed 
time for appealed cases has been redu ced 


from n in e to six mon ths. 
JUDGE JONES was appoin ted by Gov . 
James Rhodes a y ear ago to su cceed the 
late Ju dge John Don ahu e. He brou ght to 
the cou rt the ex perien ce of 12 y ears with 
the firm of Shirreffs, Jon es an d Moore 
where he earn ed a repu tation as a trial 
lawy er.

Moise Tsho mbe ha s been pretty much 
• political o utca st since his return to po w- 
jer as Co ng o premier a nd, in the ey es o f 
ihe so-called n on align ed n ation s, he is 
abou t as welcome as a policeman at a 
dice game. 
Tshombe’s trou ble, it seems, is that he 
hasn 't seen fit to lean in the same political 
direction as the rest of die n on align ed 
« rou p. He keeps flex in g his mu scles at the 
leftists ben t on gain in g con trol of his 
jpou n try . 
I THIS IS WHY Tshombe fou n d himself 
u n der hou se arrest by Egy pt’s Nasser aft­ 
er he defied Nasser by bargin g in to the 
piiro con feren ce u n in v ited. Tshombe’s 
presen ce, it was said, might disru pt the 
con feren ce, althou gh his forced absen ce 
probably has been far more disru ptiv e. 
Abou t on e-third of the world’s popu la­ 
tion an d half the Un ited Nation s member­ 
ship is represen ted at the con feren ce, bu t 
n o member, with the possible ex ception of 
the presidin g Nasser, has receiv ed so 
mu ch atten tion as Tshombe. 


While Tshombe has been held in com­ 
mu n icado, the proposals bein g serv ed to 
the con feren ce delegates giv e some in di­ 
cation of the direction in which this n on - 
algn ed allian ce may be headin g. 
Nasser has appealed for admission o f 
Red Chin a in the Un ited Nation s. Yu go­ 
slav ia’s Tito has pleaded for su pport o f 
the Sov iet policy of peacefu l coex isten ce. 
In don esia's Su karn o, more an d more a 
parrit for Pekin g, seeks formation of a 
third world bloc an d a con certed effort to 
combat “imperialism.” 
AND SUKARNO has been join ed by rep­ 
resen tativ es of Yu goslav ia, Ghan a, 
the 
Un ited Arab Repu blic an d Algeria 
in 
bran din g Tshombe “the tool of imperial­ 
ism.” 
All this mu st hav e sou n ded stran ge in ­ 
deed to Tshombe as he watched the con - 
feren ce proceedin gs on telev ision 
from 
the Aru ba Palace. Like u s, he probably 
won ders how lon g these n ation s can keep 
callin g themselv es “n on align ed'’ withou t 
writin g a n ew defin ition for the term.

shou ld leav e their 
iv ory towers. 
Fact is that million s of n ew 
jobs are bein g created an d soon 
on ly the u n train ed will be job­ 
less. 


LET’S START with the IUOE. 
It has, in the past few mon ths, 
sign ed u p ov er 500 helicopter 
pilots who are rapidly becom­ 
in g a n ew sectiop of the con ­ 
stru ction in du stry . 
In gen eral, the pu blic these 
day s thin ks of helicopters as 
fly in g machin es for presiden tial 
can didates. Bu t today the big 
con stru ction compan ies u se the 
aerial threshers to lift hu ge an d 
heav y equ ipmen t on to mou n tain 
tops, in to in accessible v alley s 
an d 
ev en 
stretch 
it 
across 
riv ers. 
For ex ample, when there is a 
n eed for hu lkin g towers to be 
erected atop mou n tain s for TV 
relay s, power lin es or classi­ 
fied defen se operation s, the tow­ 
er is cu t in to section s, each is 
hoisted by helicopter to the 
highest crag. So are con stru c­ 
tion workers. An d soon the job 
is don e. 


WHEN PIPE LINES mu st be 
laid on a riv erbed, helicopters 
are su mmon ed. They drop the 
pilin gs in to the riv er, an d then 
section s of pipe are lifted on to 
them an d thu s work is don e 
which wou ld take cran es weeks 
to accomplish. 
Hie operatin g en gin eers u n ­ 
ion estimates that it will soon 
hav e thou san ds of copters u n ­ 
der its ju risdiction , makin g jobs 
n ot on ly for pilots, bu t for ten s 
of thou san ds of workers in the 
factories which bu ild them. 
This is ju st the begin n in g of 
the helicopter in du stry itself. 
Helicopters already can fly 125 
miles an hou r an d carry heav y 
ton n age. 
Pan 
American Air­ 
way s officials ascertain ed this 
when they learn ed it wou ld take 
sev en min u tes to fly from their 
midtown Man hattan sky scraper 
to Ken n edy In tern ation al Air­ 
port by copter. 
An d it all began when the 
U.S. Army started to u se cop­ 
ters to lift tan ks an d big gu n s 
in to in accessible spots. 


TOE MORE on e pokes in to 
the fu tu re, the more jobs on e 
fin ds bein g created, more swift­ 
ly than those bein g wiped ou t 
by au tomation . 
On this cross-cou n try trip I’v e 
tou ched base, for ex ample, with 
o fficia ls o f the Na tio na l Aero ­ 


n au tics an d Space Admin istra­ 
tion (NASA). 
It is fascin atin g to hear them 
talk of that day two or three 
y ears from n ow when two men 
lift a hatch on LEM—the Lu ­ 
n ar Ex cu rsion Modu le — an d 
take a walk on the moon . LEM 
will look like a mon strou s bu g 
with lon g spider legs as flex i­ 
ble lan din g gear. 
When 
LEM 
fin ally 
settles 
down on the moon ’s cru st it 
will hav e taken 300,000 earth 
workers in 20,000 civ ilian cor­ 
poration s workin g u n der some 
$20 billion worth of con tracts to 
get it there. An d this will be 
ju st the first trip. Scores are 
to follow. 
Then will come passes at 
Mars an d Ven u s, et al. The 
“moon in du stry ” will absorb 
more than a million workers— 
an d that’s an u n derestimate. 


AT TOE 
MOMENT NASA 
alon e has 6 4,000 scien tists an d 
techn ician s on its pay roll. These 
are part of a 400,000-man staff. 
Within fiv e y ears, NASA will 
hav e 115,000 scien tists an d tech­ 
n ician s 
an d ov er half a mil­ 
lion workers qu ite distin ct from 
those in civ ilian “Apollo proj­ 
ect” in du stry . 
An d ev en NASA is still at the 
begin n in g. Ju st as the Army ’s 
n eed to lift tan ks on to 
a mou n -

selection

n ot ju st the av ailable. Alert 
an d v igorou s people activ e in 
their fields wou ld tu rn to edu ­ 
cation brin gin g with them liv ely 
application s of kn owledge. Oth­ 
erwise, men an d women with 
in trin sic desire an d ability for 
teachin g wll be forced - as is 
presen tly the case - by econ ­ 
omic n ecessity in to more lu cra­ 
tiv e profession s. 
Some members of the profes­ 
sion may seemin gly be ov er­ 
paid, as in all occu pation s, bu t 
let u s n ot hold back for fear 
of ov erpay in g a few, for as we 
do the same chain of ev en ts 
which placed them in teachin g 
will con tin u e to su pply in ade­ 
qu ate people an d the cy cle will 
n ot en d. 
We, the teachers of Salem, 
hav e pledged ou rselv es to the 
moral an d academic dev elop­ 
men t of ou r y ou th. We hav e 
an d will con tin u e ou r own pro­ 
fession al dev elopmen t throu gh 
addition al train in g so n ecessary 
in keepin g abreast with the pro­ 
gress in heren t in ou r fields.

Goldwater, on the 
same day in Tex as, said he 
wishes the Democrats wou ld re­ 
n ame themselv es the “Socialist 
party ” as he argu es that the 
John son admin istration fav ors 
breed “socialism.” 
The tru th of the matter is 
that both the can didates are 
con cen tratin g on a form of cam- 
aign in g which is based on a 
fallacy n amely hat the gen eral 
pu blic doesn ’t u n derstan d issu es 
an d that these can be misre­ 
presen ted an d v otes gain ed ju st 
the same. 


AN OLD CAMPAIGN TRICK 
is to giv e the impression that 
the opposin g can didate is lack­ 
in g in in tegrity . An other “gim­ 
mick” is to u se in n u en does an d 
in feren ces which imply that the 
opposin g can didate lacks brain s 
or the capacity to hold the of- 
fce for which he is ru n n in g. 
Bu t what makes the whole 
thin g so pu zzlin g is that this is 
the assu mption of well-edu cat­ 
ed men , high u p in political or­ 
gan ization s, who are familiar 
with the tren ds of American 
thou ght bu t who hav e come to 
the con clu sion that the bu lk of 
the v oters can be sway ed by 
passion s an d preju dices as well 
as by eoithets an d sweepin g de­ 
n u n ciation s. 
All fou r n omin ees — for the 
presiden cy an d the v ice presi­ 
den cy on both tickets — are 
wagin g the same kin d of cam- 
aign . They rely on chargee 
an d 
cou n tercharges. 
T h e 
speeches hav e a stran ge same­ 
n ess abou t them, irrespectiv e of 
the side from which they come. 
Ev iden tly the whole strategy 
on both sides rests on the belief 
that the people can be in flu ­ 
en ced in their v otes primarily 
by emotion al appeals an d that 
they do n ot care to delv e in to 
the pros an d con s an d the basic 
facts of con trov ersial qu estion s. 
Perhaps on e of the most su r­ 
prisin g tactics is the in trodu c­ 
tion of campaign trips by the 
wiv es of the can didates. Pre­ 
su mably this is don e to draw 
crowds an d to appeal to wom­ 
en v oters. Bu t itjs n ot a real­ 
istic approach. 
Women often resen t the idea 
that their v otes can be won by 
the u tteran ces of the female 
members of the family of a 


presiden tial or v ice presiden tial 
n omin ee. 
Man y women v oters, in cam­ 
paign after campaign , h a v e 
u sed their own in tu ition abou t 
can didates 
withou t be i n g 
sway ed by the speeches. 
An other phase of the cam­ 
paign that is disqu ietin g is the 
emphasis 
bein g 
placed 
on 
fear of war. 
Hie argu men t has been made 
that on e of the can didates is 
“irrespon sible” or “reckless,” 
an d that the choice of a presi­ 
den t shou ld be on the basis of 
whose fin ger wou ld be “on the 
trigger” - as if the problem 
of war or peace can be simpli­ 
fied in that way . 
The John son campaign , 
of 
cou rse, is su pposed to hav e won 
a good man y con v erts becau se 
of the charge that the Repu bli­ 
can n omin ee wou ld get the 
cou n try in to a n u clear war. 
This report has been spread so 
widely that the Repu blican s are 
well aware of the in roads it 
has made. 


WHAT ISN’T realized perhaps 
is the dan ger resu ltin g from the 
image giv en to the Sov iet Un ­ 
ion an d to the world in gen eral 
that the Un ited States is willin g 
to accept “peace at an y price.” 
This in itself cou ld cau se a 
misu n derstan din g on the part 
of the Commu n ists an d lead 
them to take bold steps in Ber­ 
lin or Western Eu rope in the 
belief that the Un ited S t a t e s 
wou ld n ot resist. 
Thu s, in the en d, a war cou ld 
be forced becau se of a miscal­ 
cu lation growin g ou t of the is­ 
su es emphasized in the 1964 
presiden tial campaign in this 
cou n try . 
“He kept u s ou t of war” was 
a win n in g slogan for the Demo­ 
crats in Nov ember 1916. bu t fiv e 
mon ths later America was in a 
world war as the Kaiser be­ 
came 
con v in ced 
the 
Un ited 
States wou ldn ’t en ter a con ­ 
flict 3,000 miles away . 
Perhaps n o campaign in the 
last half-cen tu ry has been fu ll 
of su ch demagogu ery as is man ­ 
ifest today . The my stery is why 
the top men in the higher ech­ 
elon s in the camps of both Sen . 
Goldwater an d Presiden t John ­ 
son hav e allowed the can didates 
to become in v olv ed in this ty pe 
of political battle. 
It can on ly be in ferred that 
these strategists thin k, as the 
late Vice Presiden t Cu rtis on ce 
said in a campaign speech, 
“The 
people 
are 
too damn 
du mb to u n derstan d.” 
Bu t when the campaign is 
ov er, an d the shou tin g has died 
down , an d an aly ses are made of 
the election , a well-fou n ded con ­ 
clu sion may emerge that, after 
all, the su rface issu es made lit­ 
tle differen ce. 
Again an d again , a political 
campaign again st an in cu mben t 
admin istration has raised the 
cry , “It’s time for a chan ge.” 
Bu t the pu blic is n ot alway s of 
the same opin ion , u n less the op­ 
posin g can didate is able to make 
a con v in cin g case that there is, 
in fact, a “mess in Washin g­ 
ton ” an d that the time has 
really come for a chan ge.

THIS LATTER CONDITION 
can be corrected wily by per­ 
mitting the inside moisture to 
escape some other 
way than

have insulation with 
a vapor

ble. But the moisture still must 
be given a chance to get out of 
the house via ex haust fans, ven 
tilating louvers in the walls or 
some type of dehumidifier. 
Poor quality paint or the 
failure to allow sufficient dry­ 
ing time between coats or, oc­ 
casionally, using too much thin­ 
ner will result eventually in an 
alligator surface.

Cracking, which is what the 
term implies, means the paint 
was of poor quality or poorly 
mix ed. Wrinkling mostly comes 
from applying too heavy a coat. 
Despite constant warnings to 
prepare the surface properly — 
by scraping off loose paint, etc. 
— many persons don’t bother. 
Die result: peeling. This also 
can come from painting over a 
damp surface, but blistering 
will usually occur first.

ST. LOUIS (A P)-The Epis­ 
copal Church, which regards it­ 
self a “bridge” between Prot­ 
estantism 
a n d 
Catholicism, 
went into policy - making ses­ 
sions today after hearing a plea 
to act—and not just talk—in be­ 
half of Christian unity. 
The church’s presiding bish­ 
op, the Rt. Rev. Arthur Licnten- 
berger, also urged Christians to 
translate their principles into 
deeds on contemporary issues 
of social justice. 
But there 
were 
dissenting 
voices cnceming both matters. 
There also were 
signs 
of 
change as the 3.5-million-mem­ 
ber 
denomination’s 
triennial 
general convention began work 
in an era of mounting and un­ 
precedented fraternity among 
different churches. 
For the first time, three Ro­ 
man Catholic priests are at­ 
tending the two-week meeting 
as observers. So are several 
Eastern Orthodox churchmen. 
An “Ecumenical Day” has been 
scheduled later this week in 
which 
Episcopal 
representa­ 
tives will meet at various sem­ 
inaries for 
discussions 
with 
Catholic, Lutheran and other 
church theologians. 
Proposals before the conven­ 
tion call for continued reunion 
discussions with various Prot­ 
estant bodies, and also invite 
formal and informal” talks 
with Roman Catholic represent­ 
atives. 
Die Episcopal Church is a 
branch of the world-wide Angli­ 
can communion of 44 million 
Christians. The convention is 
the church’s top governing con­ 
gress.
